New Drivers License 


issued On Birthmonth 

The 1961 Legislature author- 
ized issuance of the driver per- 
mits every two years during the 
driver's birthmonth and the new 
system will be in operation by 
September, 1961. 


Here is how the system will} 
work: 


All drivers born in Septem- 
[ber, October, November and, 
December this year will renew 
‘their licenses before the last 
‘day of their birthdate month. 


People born in odd numbered 
years will get a two-year license 
|good until that month 1963. 


Those born in even number- 
ed years will get a license for 
one year, or until his birthmonth 
in 1962 and then will be issued 
a two-year license good until 
1964. 


Throughout next year, 1962, 
[the same system will apply. 
Persons born in an even year 
will get a two-year license; 
those born in an odd numbered 
year will get a one year permit 
good until their next month of 
birth and then the renewal will 
be every two years from then

Leaving 
Cincinnati, McClellan and his 
staff headed east, meeting, he 
wrote his wife, “a continual ova- 
tion all along the road.” At 
levery station, he wrote, he was 
greeted by “gray-headed old 
men and women, mothers hold- 
ing up their children to take 
my hands, girls, boys, all sorts, 
cheering and crying, God bless 
you!” 

They reached Marietta, on 
the Ohio River, before daylight 
June 21 and immediately cross- 
ed by boat to Parkersburg. With 
in 48 hours, McClellan was set- 
ting up headquarters and enjoy- 
ing the mountain air at Grafton. 

There, McClellan issued two 
of his typically flowery pro- 
clamations, one to the people 
of the area and the other to his 
troops. "Soldiers!", he wrote in 
the- latter, “I have heard that 
there was danger here; I have 
come to place myself at your 
head and to share it with you. 
I fear now but one thing - that 
you will not find foemen worthy 
of your steel . 

Meanwhile, the convention at 
Wheeling also took important 
steps. On June 19, it passed an 
ordinance reorganizing the state 
of Virginia, and next day, Fran- 
cis H. Pierpoint was appointed 
governor of the  re-organized 
state. A July 1 meeting of the 
state legisls
